The presenttnont of tlie Grnmi Jury 
in regard to the Point Ellicc Uridire 
will force that iiiipnrtant (lueslidii (iiieo 
luoro 1(1 the fnnit in municipal nlTaii's, 
and we understaml tliat it is lo bi' fol- 
lowed up by the presentntion of petitions 
to the City Cotim-il on tlio same suhjeot. 
A slKirt tiiiK' ii;;ci the Oouneil v! tlie 
lioarij i.f Trailc li.nd tlie mutter up, Init 
Ueculed tu leave it to lie Ut-alt with liv 
a JuJl meeting of the Board.

The present bri(l,L;e was bui'.t to ro- 
]ilaoo tliat niyeil in the laiiieMtabl' 

accident of IMHi, and is avi>w«ily only 
temporary in its nature. I'ermissiou was 
jjrantod by the Popartment of I'ulilie 
Works til cunstruet siieh a liriil.^'e only 
on tlie linder-taiidilif,' that il should he 
regarded as temimrary.

fore not be wise to erect lllcr 
tu,ro thilt will be of a iiermaneiit nature 
and equal to any probable reipiiivnicnts 
of tho future?

.rohnstoil street can hi' left until the 
need of it arises, which undnulnedly will 
be as soon as tho Ileserve is thrown 
open.

It is not surprisin;,' 
that under these circumstances the ac- 
tion of the Grand .lury was ref;arded 
with astonisliinem by the judye, the 
pnisccutiou, and the defence. 

It is no part of the duty of the Colo- 
nist lo relloct upon the manner in wliich 
citizens discharge their sworn duties in 
any instance, but the facts as stated 
above create an unpleasant sensation. 
If they are correct, it seems as if there 
is need to cultivate pulilii- sentiment 
ahiiiK certain lines, so that Ihere will 
he no chance that persons, 'who are 
ready to admit themselves to be guilty 
of an offence, will be aci|uitted of 
any responsihility by wh;it trans|drcs in 
the secrecy of the Grand .Iiiry room. 

HOW aiSTOKV IS MAIUO. 

The Canadian Gazette is usually re- 
liable, but it h.ad a rel'eremv to the late 
«ir K. \Vatkiii the ether day, which 
shows how the facts <if even receut 
history are distorted. After reading il 
we felt like quotiiif; the writer who 
said; "O, it's history is it'.' Then I 
know it is not true." The sketch tells 
of Sir I'Mward's services to Canada in 
connection with the Intercolonial rail 
way, iiiid says: 

The federation of Canada's live pro- 
vinces in one Ilouiinion was lieinu eii- 
eouraired bv the i^ovemmeul . l.ir^rely 
with a view of the Imperial si^rnilicame 
of a project for eoniieciiin; the .StI.antie 
and I'acilb' coasts by an intcrcidouial 
railway. Such a railway. il was 
tlmu^'hl, must be tile future hi;,'hway 
between tireat Britain aad most ef her 
iniportaiit colonies iti the I'acilic Ocean. 
It mi.irht have fjreat impiirtame fi-eiii a 
militai-y i.oint of vii-w; and above all 
it should prove to be ,a trade roulc the 
sluiitest way from Kn^'laml to Cliina, 
.\ustralia, and New /e.alaiid, ami .a 
s.afer and cheaper way than that which 
involved the maintenance of Gibraltar. 
.Malta ami .\den. This was its luspect 
before the days of the Suez canal. The 
Duke of Newcastle's choice of Mr. 'U'at- 
kin was a wise one. Ho e.vaniined tlie 
routi', reported favorab'y mi the pro- 
ject, and did much to advance it. 

The lirst error we note in tliis is tliat 
the fctleration of Canada's live pro- 
vim (s was being encouraged. .\t t!ie 
time referreil to Canada had only two 
]irovinces, namely. I'ppcr Canada and 
Lower Canada. The i.n"oit m.adc by the 
ImiK'rial government was to confeiler.ate 
si.\ provinces namely: I'lipcr ('.inada, 
Lower Canada, New nrunswick. .N'ov.a 
Scotia ami .Newfoundland, but it \eas 
only successful in respect to tin 
foU!-. Tlie second error is that th 
oration was being iiromoted to ^ 
an intercolonial railway from th 
Itintic to the Pacific. It was promoted 
by tho Colonial (illlce ehiclly in the ho|ie 
that the union witii the ICn;,':ish speak- 
ing Maritime I'i-oviiiccs would put an 
end to tlie friction between I'ppcr and 
Lower Canada. New Bniiiswiek, Nov.i 
tb;it the Intercolonial railw.ay sluoihi 
cxicml from the Atlantic to the I'ai ilic. 
and all the line talk about its Imiierial 
value in which the (iazette indulges is 
mere toiiimy-rol. The design of tlie lii- 
tercidonial was to eoiiiiect the i.Marilime 
Provinces ivitli the Caiiadas, as they 
were tlien ealli'd. It was first proposial 
aboe.l ]s:!l by John Wiison. of St.

Tlie grewsomo subject of apparent 
death has been before tlio public a good 
deal of late, protective laws have been 
introduced into our legislatures aud the 
British parliament. It ha.s been befin-o 
the Academy of Medicine and medico- 
legal societies of New York. iSocietjes 
to safeguard these dangers have been 
formed In Ixjndoii, New york and else- 
where. Tho retlective reader would like 
to know the causes ami e.Klent of inese 
dangers, what tlie law may do as a pro- 
tection and what individuals and fam- 
ilies can do to safeguard themselves in 
the absetic-e of law. 

It is proper to explain at the outset 
that it is natural for organized living 
beings to becomo torpid or apparently 
dead and revive again from causes tliat 
arc natural, pathological or from vio- 
lence. Ip t"0 lower creatures there are 
the familiar states of hibernation and 
tho torpor from freezing and eliniiitic 
drj- heat, which pass away with the 
changes of sea.'jon.
